Sec. 1 Eit enacted by the Legislative “Coich 
ped and Honse of Reprejentatrves: of ‘the 
Mississippi Territory, in General Assembly Convened, 
That no judgment (hall! be entered’ aguinft any 
fheriff or other officer, upon any fuit ‘brought up- 
‘on the eícape of any debtor ir his-or their cuftody, 
unlefs the jury who shall by the fue in the caufe 
shall exprefsly find that fuch debtor “or: prifoner 
did efcape, with the confent, or throbgh the- ne 
gligence of fuch thertff or other officer, or officers, 
or that fuch prifoner might have been retaken and 
the theriff and his Qux neg levted to make Adis 
mediate purfuit, ° 

Sec. 2. And bé it fut ther DUE That i in: ali 
actions where bail is required, and where any ori-

House of Representatives of the 
Mifffp: Lerritory, in General Affembiy convened, 
That where any perfon owning Lands ‘or Tene- 
ments, fhall fe the fame, and enter into: bond' or 
obligation to make titles thereto, and (hall depart 
this life without having made titles, that then, and 
in that cafe, the perfon to whom fuch bond or 
obligation was given, their executors or adminif- 
trators may petition the orphan’s court, of the 
county where probate of the will of {uch deceafed 


Sec. 1. 
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perfon was taken, or letters of adminiftration grant- 
ed, to compel the executors or adminiftiators to 
make titles agreeable to the bond, or obhgation 
given by the decedant, and it fhall be the duty 
of fuch court, to caufe their clerk or regifter, to 
caufe notice of fuch petition to be publifhed in 
fome newípaper inthis Territory, once a month 
for at leaft three months, when the court may, if 
they find that the faid contract was fairly made,
